Bonds. 


The  Sterling  Bonds  of  the  Company  due  in  London,  January, 
1858,  have  all  been  paid  and  cancelled. 

Of  the  Dollar  Bonds  maturing  at  the  same  time  in  Philadelphia, 
there  still  remain  outstanding  three  Bonds,  amounting,  altogether, 
to  one  thousand  dollars.  Two  of  these,  one  for  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, the  other  for  three  hundred  dollars,  have  been  traced,  and  the 
holder  requested  to  present  them  for  payment. 

Of  the  other,  for  two  hundred  dollars,  we  have  not  been  able  to 
obtain  any  tidings. 

The  Bonds  of  this  Company  loaned  to  the  Pittsburg,  Fort  Wayne 
and  Chicago  Rail  Road  Company  (referred  to  in  report  of  1856), 
have  all  been  returned  and  the  account  with  that  corporation  closed. 

The  Board  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  that  the  road  is  in  excel- 
lent condition. 

The  Bridges  referred  to  in  the  last  report  (that  over  Paxton  creek 
near  Harrisburg,  the  one  over  the  Pennsylvania  Canal  near  Middle- 
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town,  and  that  across  the  Chiques  creek  on  the  branch  road),  have 
all  been  rebuilt  in  a substantial  manner. 

The  tracks  have  been  much  improved  (in  order  to  meet  the  wear 
upon  them  from  the  heavy  engines  used  bv  the  Pennsylvania  Rail 
Road  Company)  by  the  replacing  of  a large  number  of  old  cross  ties 
by  new,  inserting  additional  ballast,  and  substituting  in  many  places 
heavy  iron  of  the  manufacture  of  the  Phoenix  Company. 

A new  siding  has  been  placed  on  the  branch  road,  extending  from 
Shock’s  station,  three-quarters  of  a mile  eastward,  for  the  purpose 
of  passing  trains. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  favourable  condition  of  the  road,  it  is  worthy 
of  notice,  that  in  regard  to  the  passengers  and  freight  conveyed  over 
it  during  the  past  year,  all  has  been  done  in  perfect  order,  and  with- 
out a single  accident. 

Since  the  last  annual  election,  several  vacancies  by  death  have 
occurred  in  the  Board.  Joseph  Yeager,  Esq.,  late  President,  under 
whose  administration,  for  a long  period,  the  business  of  this  Com- 
pany was  so  successfully  conducted.  Also  David  Lapsley,  Esq. 
and  Henry  Buehler,  Esq.,  both  of  whom  were  actively  connected 
in  the  management  for  many  years.
